CONFESSION AND ABSOLUTION 


FROM SIN

“If we say we have no sin, we deceive

eousness,”’—I John 1:8, 9. 


One of the methods of the Holy 
Spirit is to use the most trite 
sentences for the saving of thé 
soul. “But God hath chosen the 
foolish things of the world to 
confound the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the _ things 
which are mighty; And base 
things of the world, and things 
which are despised, hath God 
chosen, yea, and things which are 


Perhaps nothing is more clut- 
tered with false notions and con- 
tradictory ideas than the matter 
of revival. More energy has been 
misdirected, more carts put be- 


for the horse, on this theme than’ 


on almost any other than engages 
our attention. A revival is not an 
evangelistic campaign, It is not 
a church paying out of debt or 
erecting a new building or putting 
on a stewardship campaign. These 
things may flow from a revival 
but they do not constitute one. A 
revival is not a drive for church 
members. 

A revival is a work of God's 
Spirit among His own people. 
David prayed, “Restore unto me 
the joy of thy salvation; and up- 
hold me with thy free spirit. Then 
will I teach transgressors thy 
ways; and sinners shall be con- 
verted unto thee.” That is God’s 
order and He has never changed 
it. A lot of so-called joy of the 
Lord is merely whipped-up emo- 
tion, leaving a lot of unconfessed 
Sin and hidden iniquity. We have 
made convalescents of church 
members who need operations. We 
have tried to cure them with sun- 
shine, leaving the focal infection 
untouched. Nathan did not tell 
David to play on his harp. He 
made him see himself to be a 


sinner and ready to pray, “Create 
within me a clean heart.” 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan divides 


his treatment of First Corinthians 
into two parts. He tells us that 
Paul dealt first with the carnali- 
ties, then with the spiritualities. 
Today we ignore sin in the midst 
and pass over the carnalities on 
the popular argument that we 
should never be negative but deal 
only with the positive. But there 
are churches that have accentu- 
ated the positive for years while 
the members have lived among the 
negatives. Men will not desire a 
physician until they know they are 
sick and they will not seek a closer 
walk with God as long as they 
are content to get along without 
it. 

There is, however, a wrong 
emphasis in preaching on revival. 
Sometimes it has created the im- 
pression that revival is a spurt 
of religious enthusiasm which it 
is not possible to live up to the 
year round. As a matter of fact, 
what we call revival is simply 
New Testament Christianity, the 
saints getting back to normal. 

Most Christians have been sub- 
normal so long that when they be- 
come normal they are thought to 
be abnormal! A boy and girl had

It was apparently a weak, trite, 
and well-worn speech, made by a 
very humble minister of the gos- 
pel, that let in the light upon the 
way of salvation for me. As I 
listened to him, he said, “I know 
that I am saved, and the ground 
of my confidence is’ this—that 
Jesus Christ came not to call the 
righteous but sinners to repent- 
ance.” I was a sinner, and see- 
ing that He came to call me, I 
responded, and His promise is, 
“Him that cometh unto me, I will 
in no wise cast out” (John 6:37). 
I had listened to a hundred, yea, 
hundreds of sermons by this same 
man, but the Holy Spirit took 
that trite speech and employed it 
to show me the way of life. 


I do not know that the most 
learned and eloquent address 
would so clearly set before us the 
way of salvation as do these two 
or three sentences. The best of 
us are sinners. Salvation must 
come to you, as it came to me, 
through recognizing that fact, 
through seeing that Jesus is Sav- 
iour, through coming to Him as 
such, and claiming His promise 
that He will in no wise cast you 
out. 

The veriest saint of God is only 
a sinner saved. It is a good deal 
as Victor Hugo, in Les Miserables, 
says of the Vicar of D , the 
beautiful, kindly minister of the 
gospel, that “he smilingly describ- 
ed himself as an ‘ex-sinner,’ and 
so he had none of the inaccessi- 
bility of a rigourist, and boldly

professed, even under the frown- 
ing eyes of the ferociously virtu- 
ous, his temptations and weak- 
nesses.” 

No man has the’ right to he 
playing the role of jBuperiority 
because he is saved, for it is 
not by the good works that he 
has done but by the grace of God; 
for, as our text says, “If we say 
that we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not in 
us.” 

Trusting that we are in agree- 
ment touching the fact that na- 
ture never made a saint, I want 
to speak to you this evening on 
the great theme of this text, 
namely, “Confession and Abso- 
lution From Sin.” 

The first thing suggested by 
the text is: 

The Sense of Sin

MOTHERHOOD

“Take this child away and nurse it for me, and [ will give thee 


thy wages.’”’-—Exod 2:9. 


The story of Moses is one of the 
most beautiful and fascinating in 
all the world. It takes a hold on 
us and never for an instant does 
it lose its interest, for it is so 
graphically told that once heard 
it is never forgotten. 

I have often imagined the anxi- 
ety with which that child was 
born, for he came into the world 
with the sentence of death hang- 
ing over him. Pharaoh had de- 
creed that the. male children 
should die, and the mother de- 
fied even the command of the 
king and determined that’ the 
child should live. So right from 
the beginning the battle of right 
against might was fought at the 
cradle. 

Moses’ mother was a slave, She 
had to work in the brickyards or 
labor in the field, but God was 
on her side and she won, as the 
mother always wins with God on 
her side. Before going to work 
she had to choose some hiding 
place for her child. She put his 
little sister, Miriam, on guard 
while she kept herself from being 
seen by the soldiers of Pharaoh, 
who were seeking everywhere to 
murder the Jewish male chilfiren. 


Hidden Three Months 


| For three months she kept him

hidden, possibly finding a new 
hiding place every few days. It 
is hard to imagine anything more 
difficult than to hide a healthy, 
growing baby, and the baby Mos- 
es was hidden for three months. 

Now he had grown larger and 
more full of life and a more se- 
cure hiding place had to be found. 
I can imagine this mother giving 
up her rest and sleep to prepare 
an ark for the saving of her 
child. 

I believe the plan must have

Confession and Absolution 
From Sin

the man who has no sense of sin 
@s self-deceived, saying, “If we 
pay we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves”; and immediately pass- 
Bs on to condemn such a man as 
in defiance to God, for “if we 
Bay that we have not sinned, we 
make him a liar, and his word is 
pot in us” (I John 1:10). 

The conviction of sin, therefore, 
Is the first step toward salva- 
tion. Mark you a conviction of 
Bin, not of sins! 

Some men are convicted of 
their sins, of the specific viola- 
tions of law, and want to be 
saved from that. They drink, 
but they want to be sober; they 
gamble, but they want to get an 
honest living; they indulge them- 
selves in lust, but they want to 
rise to an atmosphere of pure 
love; they are profane, but they 
want to speak a saner language; 
they have lied or cheated, and 
trouble has come in consequence, 
and they would like to cease their 
lying and cheating and escape 
the sad effects thereof. Convict- 
ed of sins! 


One confessed to me the other 
day his besetting sin, and said, 
“Oh, if I could only be saved 
from this, I would be all right!” 
But it is not the specific that is 
the trouble; it is the generic. It 
is not the single act, or even the 
iron habit; it is the heart back 
of the habit. 


James taught the very same 
thing when he said, ‘“‘Doth a foun- 
tain send forth at the same place 
sweet water and bitter? Can the 
fig tree, my brethren, bear olive 
berries? either a vine, figs? so 
can no fountain both yield salt 
water and fresh” (James 3:11, 
12). 

Purify the fountain of life, if 
you would improve conduct. The 
heart must be cleansed before the 
character can be Christ-like. 

Publican’s Idea Right 

The publican had the right idea 
when he prayed, “God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner.” He never 
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thought of saying, “Help me to 
be temperate or sober.” He knew 
that he needed something better 
than that, or deeper; namely, the 
salvation from all sin and the 
first step toward that salvation 
is to be convicted. 


A man in Chicago who had 
been guilty of every sin in the 
catalogue, and had finally come 
to the point where he had pur- 
chased a pistol, intending to kill 
his wife and babies, told me that 
before he had _ executed his 
thought, there came over him such 
an overwhelming sense of sin that 
he left the house and threw him- 
self upon the ground to beg for 
pardon, and he said, “I did not 
think of my drunkenness. I did 
not thing so much of my vile lan- 
guage. I did not think so much 
of my neglect of family and cru- 
elty toward them, as I did of the 
fact that I was a grievous sin- 
ner before God and was compelled 
to cry as David, ‘Against thee, 
thee only have I sinned, and done 
this evil in thy sight’” (Psa. 
51:4). If you have been suppos- 
ing that you could drop off this 
evil habit and that, and thereby 
become a Christian, you have 
made a mistake. 


The thorn tree remains a thorn 
tree still, even though you cut 
every thorn from its body and 
branches, and never. in the 
world will it bear figs for 
you; and a sinner who has 
merely ceased from his evil 
habits, but has not been changed 
in nature, is a sinner still and 
unsaved, for “neither can a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire’ (Matt. 7:18, 19). 

It is esential also to see the 
sinfulmess of sin. Paul, writing 
to the Romans, said, “But sin, 
that it might appear sin, work- 
ing death in me by that which is 
good; that sin by the command- 
ment might become exceeding 
sinful” (7:13). And this exceed- 
ing sinfulness is what we need 
o feel. 

Spurgeon says, “When Paul 
wanted to use the very worst word 
that he could find to call sin by, 
he called it by its own name, and 
reiterated it, ‘Sin... exceeding 
sinful.’ ” 

For, although you may call sin 
black, there is no moral excel- 
lence in black or white. Although 
you may call sin deadly, death in 
itself hath no evil in it compared 
with sin. But, if you want a 
word, you must come home for it. 
Sin must be named after itself. 
If you describe it, you must 
speak of it as Paul did—‘exceed- 
ing sinful.” It is rebellion against 
God. It is the highest treason in 
the world. It is the most dread- 
ful violation of the most right- 
eous cause. It is the most damn- 
able and condemning, and _ yet 
men do not feel so. 

Some years ago in a mission in 
Chicago, I came upon an old fel- 
low who was between sixty and 
seventy years of age, who had 
lived a most wretched life, and 
who was a dirty, degraded, de- 
spised hobo. I expected to find 
him in tears, but to my surprise, 
when I asked him if he did not 
feel that he was a sinner, he re- 
plied, ‘“‘Yes, sir; I believe I am 
the boss sinner of the whole city 
of Chicago.” And there are not 
a few like -him—men who take 
real, pleasure in the fact that they 
are sinners; who pride them- 
selves on being “boss” sinners, 
and all such are a million miles 
removed from the salvation that 
is in Christ Jesus. For the man 
who has no sense of sin, there is 
no salvation proffered. 

It. is the sense of sin that con- 
vinces of the necessity of salva- 
tion from it. And one must be 
convinced of that necessity. That 
is the reason that Paul reasoned 
before Felix of “righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to 
come,” and wanted him to see 
that he must be saved from Sin 
or fall before judgment; and 
that is why the work of the Holy 
Spirit is to convict of sin and of 
righteousness and of judgment, 
of sin because they believe not 
on Christ; of righteousness  be- 
cause the Christ who went to the 


Father made it possible; and of 
judgment because the prince of 
this world is judged, and all his 
emissaries will fall with him. 


Be it known, therefore, that we 
must put away sin by the power 
of Jesus Christ or perish on ac- 
count of its retention. 

In New York City, in the new 
Harlem district, there was a cer- 
tain house in which every resi- 
dent, after a brief period, became 
suddenly and mysteriously ill. 
When two or three people had 
died in it, a thorough examination 
of the property was made to see 
where the difficulty lay, and it 
was found that this house was 
built on what was known 45 
“made ground.” The sunken lot 
had been filled up with refuse 
dumpings brought from various 
parts of the city—-and when this 
discovery was known, the owner 
of the house was told that he 
must tear it down, removing the 
refuse clear down to the good 
soil, and, laying his foundation 
there, build afresh. 

And so, no half work will do in 
dealing with sin. The last vestige 
of it must be removed, and the 
life in which it has accomplished 
its evil results must be regener- 
ated by the Holy Ghost. “If any 
man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” 


Confession Essential 


“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins.” Mark you, “If we 
confess our sins’—not the Sins of 
other people, but our own! There 
are some sinners—and they are 
not all out of the church of. God 
—-who are adept at confessing 
other people’s sins. But the text 
says, “If. we confess our sins,” 
and my vpinion is that the man 
who does that will find himself 
busy enough. It is a rule that 
the people who have the most to 
say about the sins of other folks 
are most afflicted with their own 
sins, and it was to this class that 
Jesus said, “Why beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy brother's 
eye, but considereth not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Or how 
wilt thou say to thy brother, Let 
me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam is in 
thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, 
first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye; and then thou shalt 
see clearly to cast out the mote 
out of thy brother’s eye” (Matt. 
7:3-5). 

The sainted Gordon said, “Cov- 
ering sin is allowable, if only the 
sin is another’s,” not ours. He 
that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper, but charity covereth a 
multitude of sins, faults, and 
flaws, and imperfections in oth- 
ers. Cover other people’s sins; 
confess your own. It does seem 
that tattlers could find scandal 
enough in their own hearts to 
keep their tongues busy confess- 
ing to the Lord. Strange, isn’t it, 
that we see our own sins with 
such soft eyes, and look on the 
slightest imperfection in others 
with such hard vision! 

Judah was ready, you will re- 
member, to have Tamar, his 
daughter-in-law, burned at the 
stake, because she had _ gone 
wrong; but when she showed him 
his signet, the bracelets and the 
staff which he had given her in 
exchange for her virtue, he im- 
mediately nullified his judgment 
and let her off easily, and never 
seemed to imagine for a moment 
that he himself deserved the 
flames. 

“If we confess our sins,” our 
sins, mark you! 

To be sure, this confession 
should be sincerely made. Phar- 
aoh said, “I have sinned.” But it 
was while Moses was stretching 
forth his rod toward Heaven, 
and the Lord was causing it “to 
thunder, and hail, and the fire 
ran along upon the ground,” and 
all Egypt was being smitten, for 
the hail and the fire were “very 
grievous, such as there was none 
like it in all the land of Egypt 
since it became a nation,” and in 
the sight of his affliction, and in 
the hour of his fear, Pharaoh 
said, “I have sinned.” But the 
moment the hail ceased and the 
lightnings were at an end, Phar- 
aoh was as hard-hearted as ever. 

There are many men who are 
expecting to make the statement, 
“T have sinned,” a talisman to 
take them into Heaven when the

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been formulated in Heaven. I1 
have often thought God must 
have been as much interested in 
that work as was the mother of 
Moses, for you cannot make me 
believe that an event so impor- 
tant as that and so far-reaching 
in its results ever happened by 
luck of by chance. 

Possibly God whispered the 
plan to the mother when she went 
to Him in prayer and in her grief, 
because she was afraid the sword 
of Pharaoh would murder her 
child. And how carefully the ma- 
terial out of which the ark was 
made had to be selected! I think 
every twig was carefully scrutin- 
ized in order that nothing poor 
might get into its composition. 
And in the weaving of that ark, 
the mother’s heart, her soul, her 
prayers, her tears, were inter- 
woven. 


Children Should Be Guided 

Oh, if you mothers would ex- 
ercise as much care over the 
company your children keep, over 
the books they read and the plac- 
es they go, there would not be 
so many girls feeding the red- 
light district, nor so many boys 


growing up to. bad, _ criminal 
lives! 
And with what thanksgiving 


she must have poured out her 
heart when at last the work was 
done and the ark was ready to 
carry its precious cargo—more 
precious than if it was to hold 
the crown jewels of Egypt. And 
I can imagine the last night that 
baby was in the home. 

Probably some of you can re- 
member when the last night came 
when baby was alive; you can 
remember the last night the cof- 
fin stayed, and the next day. the 
pallbearers and the hearse came. 
The others may have slept sound- 
ly, but there was no sleep for you. 
And I can imagine there was no 
sleep for Moses’ mother.

end shall come, but not so, for 
such a sentence is not valuable 
when it is not sincere. 

Years ago an old minister mak- 
ing his way through the woods in 
Canada heard the voice of a 
speaker, and pushing his way 
along a path which led to an open 
space in the woods, he found a 
young fellow standing upon a 
stump, speaking to an assembled 
crowd.

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slept, but not a moment could 
she spare of the precious time 
allotted her with her little one, 
All through the night she must 
have prayed that God would shield 
and protect her baby, that He 
would bless the work she had 
done and the step she was about 
to take. 

Some people often say to me: 
“I wonder what the angels do; 
how they employ their time?” 
I think I krow what some of 
them did that night. You can 
bet they wére not out to some 
bridge whist party. They guard- 
ed that house so carefully that 
not a soldier of old Pharaoh ever 
crossed the threshold. They saw 
to it that not one of them harmed 
that baby. 

At dawn the mother must have 
kissed him good-by, placed him in 
the ark and hid him among the 
reeds and rushes. And with an 
aching heart and_ tear-dimmed 
eyes she turned back again to 
the field and back to the brick- 
yards to labor and wait to see 
what God would do. She had 
done her prayerful best. When 
you have done that, you can bank 
on it that God will not fail you. 
How easy it is for God to give 
the needed help—no matter how 
hopeless it might seem—if we 
only believe that with God all 
things are possible, no matter 
how improbable. 

What unexpected answers the 
Lord would give to our prayers! 
She knew God would help her 
some way, but I don’t think she 
ever dreamed that God would 
help her by sending Pharaoh's 
daughter to care for the child; 
but it was no harder for God to 
send the princess than it was to 
get the mother to prepare the 
ark. What was impossible from 
her standpoint was easy for God. 

Think Angels Helped 

Pharaoh's daughter came down 
to the water to bathe, and the 
ark was discovered, just as God 
wanted it to be, and one of her 
maids was sent to fetch it. You 
often wonder what the angels 
are doing. I think some of the 
angels herded the crocodiles on 
the other side of the Nile to keep 
them from finding Moses and 
eating him up. You can bank on 
it that all Heaven was interest- 
ed to see that not one hair of that 
baby’s head was injured. There 
were not devils enough in Hell to 
pull one hair out of its head. You 
may be sure the angels were not 
out to some bridge party then! 
God had something for them to 
do. 

The ark was brought, and with 
feminine curiosity the daughter 
of Pharaoh had to look into it 
to see what was there. When 
they removed the cover there was 
lying a strong, healthy baby boy, 
kicking up its heels and sucking 
its thumbs, as probably most of 
us did when we were boys, and 
probably as you did when you 
were a girl. The baby looks up 
and weeps, and those tears blot- 
ted out all that was against it 
and gave it a chance for its life. 
I don’t know, but I think an an- 
gel stood there and pinched it to

Baby’s Tears Jewels 

The tears of that baby were 
the jewels with which Israel was 
ransomed from Egyptian bond- 
age. The princess had a woman's 
heart, and when a woman’s heart 
and a baby’s tears meet, some- 
thing happens that gives. the 
Devil cold feet. Perhaps the prin- 
cess had a baby who had died, 
and the sight of Moses may have 
torn the wound open and made 
it bleed afresh. But she had a 
woman’s heart and that made 
her forget she was the daughter 
of Pharaoh. She was determined 
to give protection to that baby. 
Faithful Miriam (the Lord be 
praised for her) saw the heart of 
the princess reflected in her face. 
Miriam had studied faces so much 
that she could read the princess’ 
heart as plainly as if written in 
an open book, and she said to 
her: ‘Shall I go and get one of 
the Hebrew women to nurse the 
child for you?’ And the princess 
said, “Go.” 

How God Does Things 

I see her little feet and legs fly 
as she runs down the hot, dusty 
road. Her mother must have 
geen her coming a mile away, and 
She ran to meet her own baby, 
put back into her arms, and she 
was being paid Egyptian gold to 
take care of her own baby. 

See how the Lord does things. 
“Now, you take this child and 
nurse it for me, and I will pay 
you your wages.” It was a joke 
on Pharaoh's daughter, paying 
Moses’ mother for doing what she 
wanted to do more than anything 
else—nurse her own baby. 

How quickly the mother was 
paid for these long hours of anxi- 
ety and alarm and grief. And 
if the angels know what is going 
on, what a hilarious time there 
must have been in Heaven when 
they saw Moses and Miriam back 
at home under the protection of 
the daughter of Pharaoh! I 
imagine she dropped on her knees 
and poured out her heart to God, 
who had helped her so gloriously. 

What She Said 

She must have said: “Well, 
Lord, I knew you would help me. 
I knew you would take care of 
my baby when I made the ark 
and put him in it and put it in 
the water, but I never dreamed 
that You would put him back into 
my arms to take care of, so I 
would not have to work and slave 
in the field and make brick and 
be tortured almost to death by 
fear that the soldiers of Phar- 
aoh would find my baby and kill 
him. I never thought You would 
soften the stony heart of Phar- 
aoh and make him pay me for 
what I would rather do more 
than anything else in this world.” 
I expect to meet Moses’ mother 
in Heaven, and I am going to 
ask her how much old Pharaoh 
had to pay her for the job. I 
think that is one of the best jokes 
—that old sinner having to pay 
the mother for taking care of her 
own baby! But, I tell you, if 
you give God a chance, He will 
fill your heart to overflowing. 
Just give Him a chance. 

A Plucky Mother 

This mother had remarkable 
pluck. Everything was against 
her, .but she would not give up. 
Her heart never failed. She made 
as brave a fight as any man ever 
made at the sound of cannon or 
the roar of musketry. Mothers 
are always brave when the safety 
of their children is concerned. 

This incident happened out 
west last summer. A mother 
was working in a garden and her 
little one was sitting under a 
tree in the yard playing. The 
mother heard the child scream; 
she ran, and a huge snake was 
wrapping its coils about the ba- 
by. As its head swung around, 
she leaped and grabbed it by the 
neck, tore it from her baby and 
hurled it against a tree. She is 
always brave when the safety of 
her children is concerned. 

Fathers Give Up 

Fathers often give up. The old 


man often goes to boozing, be- 
comes dissipated, takes a dose of 
poison and commits suicide; but 
the mother will stand by the 
home and keep the little band to- 
gether if she has to manicure her 
fingernails over a washboard to 
do it. If men had half as much 
grit as the women, there would 
be different stories written about 
a good many homes. Look at her 
work! It is the greatest in the 
world; in its far-reaching impor- 
tance it is transcendently above 
everything in the universe—her 
task in molding hearts and lives 
and shaping character. 
want to find greatness, don’t go 
toward the throne; go to the cra- 
dle, and the nearer you get to 
the cradle, the nearer to great- 
ness. 


Now when Jesus wanted to give 
His disciples an impressive ob- 
ject lesson, He called in a col- 
lege professor, did He? Not much. 
He brought in a little child and 
said: “Except ye... become as 
little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven.” 


Work So Important 

The work is so important that 
God will not trust anybody with 
it but a mother. The launch- 
ing of a boy or girl to live for 
Christ 
launch a battleship. 

Moses was a chosen vessel of 
the Lord and God wanted him to 
get the right kind of a start, so 
He gave him a good mother. There 
wasn't a college professor in all 
Egypt that God would trust with 


that baby. So He put the child 
back in its mother’s arms. He 
knew the best one on earth to 


trust with that baby was its own 
mother. 

When God sends us great men, 
He wants to have them get the 
right kind of a start. So He sees 
to it that they have a good moth- 
er. Most any old stick will do 
for a daddy. God is particular 
about the mothers, 


Good Mothers Needed 


And so the great need of this 
country or any other country is 
good mothers, and I believe we 
have more good mothers in Amer- 
ica than any other nation on 
earth. If Washington’s mother 
had been like Happy Hooligan’s 
mother, Washington would have 
been a Happy Hooligan. 

Somebody has said, “God could 
not be everywhere, so He gave us 
mothers.” Now there may be no 
poetry in it, but it is true, that 
“the hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world,” and if every 
cradle were rocked by a_ good 
mother, the world would be full 
of good men as-sure as you 
breathe. If every boy and every 
girl today had a good mother, the 
Saloons and disreputable houses 
would go out of business tomor- 
row. 

A young man one time joined 
a church and the preacher asked 
him: “What was it I said that 
induced you to be a Christian?” 
Said the young man: “Nothing 
that I have ever heard you say, 
but it is the way my mother 
lived.”” I tell you, an ounce of 
example outweighs forty million 
tons of theory and speculation. 
If the mothers would live as they 
should, we preachers would have 
little to do. Keep the Devil out 
of the boys and girls and he will 
get out of the world. The old 
sinners will die off if we keep the 
young ones clean. 

The biggest place in the world 
ig that which is being filled by 
the people who are closely in 
touch with youth. Being a king, 
an emperor or a_ president is 
mighty small potatoes compared 
to being a mother or the teacher 
of children, whether in a public 
school or in a Sunday School. 
They fill places so great that 
there is not an angel in Heaven 
that would not be glad to give 
a bushel of diamonds to boot to 
come down here and take their 
places. , 

Commanding an army is little 
more than sweeping a street or 
pounding an anvil compared with 
the training of a boy or girl. The 
mother of Moses did more for the 
world than all the’ kings that 
Egypt ever had. To teach a child 
to love truth and hate a lie, to 
love purity and hate vice, is 
greater than inventing a flying

is greater work than to 


machine that will take you to the 
moon before breakfast. Uncon- 
sciously you set in motion influ- 
ences that will damn or bless the 
old universe and bring new worlds 
out of chaos and transform them 
to God. 

- A man sent a friend of mine 
some crystals from the Scientific 
American and said: “One of these 
crystals as large as a pin point 
will give a distinguishable green 
hue to 116 hogsheads of water.” 
Think of it! Power enough in 
an atom to tincture 116 hogs- 
heads of water. 


One Word May Blight Boy 

There is power in a word or act 
to blight a boy, and through him, 
curse a community. There is 
power enough in a word to tinc- 
ture the life of that child so it 
will become a power to lift the 
world to Jesus Christ. The moth- 
ers will put in motion influences 
that will either touch Heaven or 
Hell. Talk about greatness! 

Oh, you wait until you reach 
the mountains of eternity, then 
read the mothers’ names in God's 
Hall of Fame, and see what they 
have been in the world. Wait 
until you see God’s Hall of Fame; 
you won't see any Ralph Waldo 
Emersons, but you will see women 
bent over the washtub. 

I want to tell you women, fool- 
ing away your time, hugging and 
kissing a poodle dog, caressing a 
“Spitz,” drinking society brandy 
mash and a cocktail, and playing 
cards, is mighty smal] business 
compared to molding the life of 
a child. 


Mother Gave Him Faith 

Tell me, where did Moses get 
his faith? From his mother. Where 
did Moses get his backbone to say: 
‘I won't be called the son of Phar- 
aoh’s daughter?’ He got it from 
his mother. Where did Moses get 
the nerve to say, ‘Excuse me, 
please,” to the pleasure of Egypt? 
He got it from his mother. You 
Can bank on it he didn’t inhale it 
from his dad. Many a boy would 
have turned out better if his old 
dad had dieq before the kid was 
born. You tell your boy to keep 
out of bad company. “Sometimes 
when he walks down the street 
with his father, he is in the worst 
company in town. His dad smokes, 
drinks and chews. I would not 
clean his old spittoon. Let the hog 
clean his own trough. Moses got 
it from his ma, He was learned 
in all the wisdom of Egypt, but 
that didn’t give him the swelled 
head. 

Start Children Right 

When God wants to throw a 
world out into space, He is not 
concerned: about it. The first mile 
that world takes settles its course 
for eternity. When God throws 
a child out into the world, He is 
mighty anxious that he geta right 
start. 

The Catholics are right when 
they say: “Give us the children 
until] they are ten years old and 
we don’t care who has them after 
that.” The Catholics are not losing 
any sleep about losing men and 
women from their church member- 
ship. It is the only church that 
has ever shown us the only sen- 
sible way to reach the masses — 
that is, by getting hold of the chil- 
dren. 

That is the only way on God's 
earth that you will ever solve the 
problem of reaching the masses. 
You get the boys and girls started 
right and the Devil will hang a 
crepe on his door, bank his fires, 
and Hell will be for rent before the 
Fourth of July.

World’s Best Music 

There is power in a mother’s 
song, too. It’s the best music the 
world ever heard. The best music 
in the world is like biscuits — 
it’s the kind Mother makes. There 
is no brass band or pipe organ 
that can hold a candle to Mother's 
song. Calve Melba, Nordica, 
Eames. Schumann-Heink — they 
are cheap skates compared to 
Mother. They can’t sing at all. 

They don’t know the rudiments 
of the kind of music Mother sings. 
The kind she sings gets tangled up 
in your heartstrings. There would 
be a disappointment to me in the 
music of Heaven if there were no 
mothers there to sing. The song 
of an angel or a seraph would not 
have much charm for me.

fetid roadhouse. Early in_ the 
morning they walked out of the 
dance hall reeking with the smell 
of whisky, beer and tobacco. Out- 
doors, the girl suddenly sniffed 
and said, “What is that I smell?” 
“That’s not a smell,” the boy re- 
plied; “‘that’s fresh air!” We have 


dived so long in the swamps of 


a low grade Christianity that the 
fresh air of the hills stuns us when 
we strike it. 


Most revival sermons are 
preached from Old Testament 
texts — Second Chronicles seven, 
verses thirteen and fourteen, the 
revivals under Hezekiah or Ezra, 
or other portions. But one does not 
have to stay in the Old Testament 
to preach on revival. A preacher 
suggesteq to me sometime ago 
that there was nothing about re- 
vival in the New Testament. Cer- 
tainly there is not much about 
it in the Acts. They didn’t needa 
revival; they had a “vival,” and 
there was no need of reviving. 
But as one moves on through the 
Book, he finds such words as, 
“It is high time to awake out of 
sleep,” or, “stir up the gift of God 
that is within you.” Perhaps the 
supreme call to revival is from 
the lips of our Lord Himself in 
the book of Revelation. The last 
word of our Lord to the church 
is not the Great Commission, The 


Great Commission is our march- |. 


ing orders. But the last worg of 
Christ to the church is, “Repent.” 
To five out of seven churches in 
Asia it was His message. Many 
churches today are not ready to 
carry out the Great Commission 
until first they repent, 

In some quarters we hear much 
of the Christ of the Gospels. 
Where is a place for that, for He 
is not only our Saviour but our 
Example, and in the Gospels we 
see how He walked. We hear much 
of the crucified and risen Christ, 
and there we have the Gospel. We 
hear of the coming Christ, and 
there we have our hope and a 
mighty incentive to revival, for he 
that hath this hope purifieth him- 
self and that is the essence of re- 
vival. His return is not a lullaby to 
put us to sleep but a reveille to 
wake us up! But we need also a 
vision of the glorified Christ 
among the candlesticks with His 
eyes as fire, His feet as brass and 
His voice as the sound Of many 
waters; with seven stars in His 
right hand, a two-edged sword 
proceeding from His mouth and 
His countenance as the sun in his 
strength. The greatest preacher 
of revival is the glorified Christ 
of Revelation. 

The church» needs to face 
Christ. He is the issue; we must 
settle with Him. There is a lot 
of soft, sentimental talk about 
Him today that brings no convic- 
tion. When Isaiah saw the Lord, 
he did not feel comfortable! 
Neither did Habakkuk nor Daniel 
nor Paul nor John. We want a 
picture of Him today that does not 
disturb us ,that smiles at sin and 
winks at iniquity. 

I remember a man who told me 
he wanted to hear no Hell-fire 
sermons but rather about the 
meek and lowly Jesus. Yet the 
poor man did not seem to realize 
that the meek and lowly Jesus 
said more about Hel] than is re~ 
ported from the lips of anyone 
else in the Bible! We need a true 
and complete vision of Gog in His 
holiness and Christ in His glory 
that will bring us to repentance. 

The great awakenings of the 
past have been accompanied by 
preaching against sin, conviction, 
repentance, godly sorrow, confes- 
sion and forsaking of sin, restitu- 
tion, return to first works, to the 
Scriptures and prayer and witness- 
ing and godly living. We are will- 
ing to do anything but repent. In 


our great church gatherings you 


cannot get many “Amens” on a 
call to repentance. Of course there 
are polite references to it oc- 
casionally but real repentance

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that would put us all on our faces 
—-from the top officials on down— 
would be awfully humiliating. Be- 
sides, we don’t have time for a 
revival for our programs are all 
set up and if God wants to send 
revival He must do it in the week 
allotted to it; any other time it 
would upset the schedule, 


Our Lord’s message to. the 
churches was... andis... “Re- 
pent—or else.” It is revival or re- 
moval. Ephesus was LOVELESS; 
orthodox, busy, but loveless. Are 
we not guilty today? Jesus said, 
“By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another.” What is the 
badge of discipleship? Stately 
buildings ? Stained-glass windows? 
Robed choirs? Impressive statis- 
tics? Love! 


Tertullian writes that it was said 
of the early Christians, “How 
those Christians love each other!” 
Today the world might sometimes 
be more inclined to say, “How 
those Christians hate each other!” 
We have left our sweetheart love 
for Christ, and when love for

“Christ dies, love for each other,

Readers of THE SWORD OF 
THE LORD have been blessed by 
the earnest, spiritual, Scriptural 
messages of Missionary Norman 
Lewis of Buenos Aires, He is a 
strong and godly young man who 
left a happy pastorate three years 
ago for the mission work in Bue- 


nos Aires. That great city is 
the gateway city of all South 
America, one of the two great 


cities of that southern continent. 
There in a modern city any one 
from America can get a job to 
support himself, and the miSsion- 
ary work is crying for more work- 
ers. Mr. Lewis writes: 

“And what of children’s work, 
such as ought to be done thru 
orphanages like Dawn Home? At 
present not a single missionary 
is available for that work with 
350 children. It is a work of 
measurelegs importance in mould- 
ing young lives for Christ. Most 
of the children in Dawn Home at 
present are cared for by unsaved, 
or Catholic heipers, simply be- 
cause we have no Christian work- 
ers, and someone—even though 
miserably qualified (or unquali- 
fied), must dress and feed those 
needy youngsters.” 

Maybe God wants some reader 
to dedicate himself to such work. 

We asked Brother Lewis to re- 
port on the Bible Institute of 


Buenos Aires and he writes as 
follows: 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

“I appreciate so much your 


good letter of August 17th and 
have always been grateful to God 
for the fellowship He has per- 
mitted us to have. I am also 
thankful that you have seen fit 
to use the messages I have sent 
you in the past, and this partici- 
pation in your work has brought 
me great joy. However, I have 
had to discipline myself rigidly in 
the last couple of years, seeking 
to think and live in the Spanish 
language because it is the me- 
dium through which thousands 
and thousands of Christless souls 
in this part of the world can 
alone be reached with the gospel. 
This is God’s call to me, and will 
doubtless demand practically the 
total of my time and_e energy. 
However, the warmth and friend- 
liness of your invitation pulls at 
my heart and will be an encour- 
agement to me to write for the 
SWORD if God permits. 

“Let me tell you just a bit 
about the Buenos Aires Bible In- 
stitute: First, what we are not. 


We are not a sectarian or denom- | 


inational institution. At present 
three groups—the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, the Evangel- 
ical Union of South America, and 
the Conservative Baptists— are 
united in the direction and teach- 
ing of the Bible Institute. Our 
purpose is to offer any saved, 
evangelical young person an oOp- 
portunity for real Bible training, 
applied in the crucible of practi- 
cal soul-winning work, for our 
effort is to study the truth in 
our classes, then go and work it 
out in practical soul-winning ef- 
fort: street meetings, child evan- 
gelism classes, etc. | 

“Another thing; we are not a 
seminary, that is to say, we do 
not study about the Bible. Our 
students are not taught philoso- 
phy, comparative religions, psy- 
chology ,etc., at least, not as 
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such. We teach the Bible, preach 
the Bible, study the Bible, memor- 
ize the Bible, 
Bible. Our whole

effort is con- 


to vital, living contact with one 
Book in order to demonstrate its 
power in their own lives, and in 
the lives of men in every place 
and circumstance, 


“We believe students ought te 
be self-supporting and seif-sus- 
taining in every practical way 
those terms can be applied. This 
is one of the hardest problems in 
missions in South America and 
perhaps throughout the world, 
We try to discourage the student 
in every way from believing he 
will have a ‘job’ as a result of 
coming to the Bible Institute. 
Our vision is that he should come 
with Paul’s cry burning his soul: 
“Woe is me if I preach not the 
gospel!’ 

“We believe that in our day the 


tendency of Bible schools is to 
have too much theoretic teach- 
ing, with too little actual soul- 
winning work, We remember 
that Christ demonstrated  soul- 
winning to His disciples, then 
took them apart and taught 
them. Therefore we are con- 


stantly seeking new openings for 
soul winning and teaching. Street 
meetings, gospel preaching in 
halls, Sunday school work, child 
evangelism classes, tract distri- 
bution, and house-to-house visi- 
tation—these are methods in 
which we not only believe, but in 
which we desire to see our stu- 
dents engaged constantly. 

“Our greatest expenses are in 
connection with the Bible Insti- 
tute property, for it is necessary 
to have a good location in order 
to enable students to come to us 
daily from all parts of the city 
after their work has finished in 
the afternoon. This heavy prop- 
erty expense we cannot expect our 


students to carry. Neither can 
they buy gospel tents, amplify- 
ing systems, etc., which are such 
invaluable instruments in reach- 


ing the Christless masses. 

“We invite correspondence 
from interested friends. We an- 
swer promptly and personally all 
letters received, as well as send- 
ing regular letters giving a sort 
of ‘blow-by-blow’ description of 
the. battle here.

School runs as high as 1,200 in 
attendance. Last Sunday morn- 
ing three auditoriums were full; 
the main church auditorium pack- 
ed with adults, the basement 
auditorium crowded with people 
listening over the loudspeaker, 
and the Junior church of children 
having separate services. We 
were happy to return here where 
four years ago God gave us a 
blessed revival campaign. Al- 
though it was Labor-day week, 
with many distractions, the pas- 
tor himself was away, God gave 
fine crowds and, we believe, a 
real revival in the hearts of His 
people. 

Hearts were blessed by a really 
remarkable series of conversions 
to Christ. For example, a _nim- 
ber of Catholics were saved. 
Thursday night when I preached 
“A Sermon From a Catholic Bi- 
ble,” one Catholic woman who 
had been deeply distressed, came 
out openly to claim Christ as 
Saviour. Sunday morning after 
the close of the service a young 
man, a Catholic, was introduced 
to me and in a few moments he 
very clearly and joyfully made 
his decision to accept Christ as 
Saviour. Sunday night after the 
closing message on “Missing 
God's Last Train for Heaven,” a 
Catholic young woman came to 
tell me, “I want you to pray for 
my boy friend. He said this ser- 
mon really bowled him over, but 
he would not come. I would not 
come at the invitation because he 
would not come with me, but he 
was almost converted and I was 
really converted!” She _ stayed 
joyfully to talk and insisted that 
She had really clearly decided for 
Christ, trusting Him fully for for- 
giveness. She promised to come 
regularly to church, to read her 
Bible and to _ follow the Lord 
earnestly. 


A good many old people were 
saved. Friday night a gray- hair- 
ed grandmother came at the in- 
vitation to accept Christ. She 
told me she had never made a 
Start before but definitely, peni- 
tently she accepted Christ.

What a 
wonderful way to shut beer out 
of grocery stores or to close tav- 
erns!

Now you ask me to suggest 
books that a young preacher 
should buy. I will give you a list 
of good books that I think every 
young preacher would be wise to 
have and master, as fast as he 
can afford them. 


1. Commentaries 

I suggest Matthew Henry, 4 
six-volume commentary on the 
whole Bible, a rich and blessed 
devotional commentary that has 
the very finest preaching help. It 
is true on inspiration, the blood, 
the new birth, etc. It does not 
have much help on the second 
coming, but it is one of the sweet- 
est and richest, proven some two 
hundred years. It was a favorite 
of Spurgeon, of Truett, James M. 
Gray, and others. The price is 
$22.50. 

You mentioned the commentary, 
The Bible of the Expositor and 
the Evangelist by the late Dr. W. 


B. Riley. Here are some five hun- 
dred sermons by this’ great 
preacher, going all the way 


through the Bible. By all means 
if you can afford it, you ought 
to have it. The price is $40.00. 
There are forty volumes and you 
would find a wealth of expository 
preaching, with evangelistic ap-

“On September 8, the 1948-49 
school year of Bob Jones Uni- 
versity began. As usual, we 
opened with an _ evangelistic 
service. For many years I have 
been an evangelist, and I have 
seen many manifestations of 
God’s power; but in all my life, 
I have never known any e¢van- 
gelistic service more powerful 
than the service we had here at 
the opening of school. The 
beautiful auditorium which ac- 
commodates three thousand 
people was crowded to capacity. 
A message was given by my 
son, Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., the 
president of the institution. He 
talked about the things for 
which Bob Jones University 
stands. Congressman Joseph 
Bryson, who lives in Greenville 
and who is a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the uni- 
versity, gave a brief but very 
gripping address. Then I 
preached an, old-time revival 
sermon. There were more 
than three hundred young peo- 
ple who either came to the Lord 
Jesus Christ for the first time 
or were brought back to the 
Lord in that one service. The 
next night all except about 
twenty of the students indicat- 
ed that they were right with 
God, and all of these came for- 
ward on the invitation. 


I left the campus two days 
after the opening of school to 
fill speaking engagements in 
the city of St. Louis. My son 
preached on Friday night and

then again Sunday. I under- 
stand that all the students on 
the campus who were not pro- 
fessing Christians have accept- 
ed the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour and Lord. The 
registrar tells me that we have 
matriculated 134 more students 
than we had matriculated up to 
this time last year. They have 
managed to crowd these stu- 
dents in somewhere. It is so 
hard to turn students away, 
especially. when they wish to 
train for full-time Christian 
work. 

But here is what I wish to 
say: If all of you friends could 
have been here and could have 
seen what we saw and could 
have felt what we felt in our 
own hearts at the opening of 
school, I would not have to urge 
you to help us _ financially.

I think a young preacher woul¢ 
do especially well to have a few 
great books of sermons, particu- 
larly revival sermons. I suggest 
the following:

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Confession and Absolution 
From Sin

that he had no fears for his fu- 
ture. The old minister walked up 
more closely and peered into his 
face, and when he had finished, 
he mounted the same stump and 
paid, “Ladies and gentlemen, but 
two days ago this same young 
man was bathing above the Ni- 
agara, and getting beyond his 
depth, was being carried down, 
and in passing I heard his cries. 
He was piteously pleading with 
God to deliver him, crying his 
prayers to Heaven as if he felt 
that God was so far off that he 
must needs lift up his voice that 
he might be heard. I left my 
horse and rushed into that stream 
at the risk of my life. I deliv- 
ered him. Imagine my amaze- 
ment, then, to hear his today de- 
fying the God with whom he 
piteously pled for salvation only 
two days ago.” 

The crying for mercy that is 
coerced from us in the hour of 
fear is not the confession to 
which our text refers, for it is 
rarely sincere. Jesus said, ‘Not 
every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven.” 

Confession must be made to 
God. We search our New Testa- 
ment in vain to find one sentence 
of Scripture confirming the Ro- 
man superstition of the confes 
sional, where a priest shall listen 
to a narration of the sins of his 
fellows and shall grant them ab- 
solution. To me, one of the sad 
things of this century exists in 
the fact that High Church Epis- 
copalians are rapidly returning to 
that same superstition, and in 
many of the churches of England 
and America, establishing the 
confessional. I do not blame the 
people who belong to the Roman 
Church, for they know no better. 
The Bible has been taken from 
them by these same pope-appoint- 
ed priesjs, and they know not 
what God has said touching the 
relation of confession to salva- 
tion. Instead of God’s Revela- 
tion, the Rubric is brought to 
the dying man, and from that the 
priest reads, “Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hath left power to 
His Church on behalf of the sin- 
ners who truly repent and be- 
lieve in Him, of His great mercy 
forgive thee thine offenses, and 
by His authority committed to 
me, I absolve thee from all thy 
sins in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Where is the word for it? I 
have read this Book through sev- 
eral times and I don’t know that 
there is a passage in it from 
Genesis to Revelation that has 
committed any authority what- 
ever to a Roman priest; and I 
have yet to find a solitary in- 
stance in which the authority to 
absolve from sins is committed 
to any mortal on the face of the 
earth. Search your Scripture. 

In Isaiah I read, “To the law 
and to the testimony. If they 
speak not according to this Word, 
it is because there is no light in 
them” (8:20). Our text tells us 
to whom we shall confess—to 
God. God is not deaf that He 
cannot hear. God is not heartless 
that He cannot sympathize. God 
is not weak that He cannot save. 
If we confess our sins to Him, 
not to any mortal man, but to the 
eternal Father, “He is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” 


God Alone Can Grant 
Absolution 

In our text He has promised to 
grant it, and there are many 
other texts that confirm this 
Same promise. Read Isaiah 55:7, 
“Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return un- 
to the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon.” 

A prisoner was taken out to die, 
and as he rode along in the death- 
eart, his heart was heavy at the 
thought. No one of his, friends 
could cheer. him. But Ilo, his 
prince came riding up in hot 
haste, bearing a pardon for him, 


and then the man opened up his 
eyes, and, as though he had ris- 
en from the dead, he returned 
to happy consciousness. The 
sight of his prince had chased 
all gloom away. He _ declared 
that he had never seen a fairer 
countenance in all his days; that 
no poetry should ever be dearer 
to his heart than those few lines 
of sovereign grace. 


Charles Spurgeon, commenting 
upon this instance, says, “I re- 
member well when I was in that 
death-cart and Jesus came to me 
with pardon; when I heard Him 
say, ‘Thy sins which were many 
are all forgiven thee,’ I was filled 
with joy. I thought I never saw 
such loveliness before, never heard 
words with such music in them. 
Eternity itself shall never disclose 
anything to me more sweet, and 
Jesus, who is near, will readily 
grant you this same boon, for ‘if 
we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our 
sins.’ ”

care of the old score, but we want 
to be cleansed, so that the fu- 
ture will be filled with life and 
light. 

Some of you must have read 
Mrs. J. K. Barney's article on

the Pacific Coast whose fellows 
said that he never had had a soul. 
There was no crime in which he 
had not been stained, and when 
he was sick unto death his fel- 
lows refused to stay with him be- 
cause they were afraid. Mrs. 
Barney visited him every day for 
a month, and every day he cursed 
her the more. By and by she 
thought to give it up, but in the 
night watches God impressed her 
to go again. Next morning she 
went again. Not having anyone 
with whom to leave her little girl, 
she took her along and left her 
outside while she went in to at- 
tend to the wants of the dying 
man. He met her with the same 
hard face and harsh words. But 
when he heard the child’s voice, he 
asked that she might be brought 
in, and said with soft speech, 


Mercy takes 


“I would like to see a littie girl 
again.” 

When she came in, she pass- 
ed him a flower and said, “Sick 
man, will you have a flower?” 


He reached out his bony hand 
and laid it upon the plump hand 
of the girl, and then tears start- 
ed for the first time and. he be- 
gan to talk. “I had a little girl 
once and she died, and I have 
hated everybody since then. I 
guess I would have been a better 
man if she had lived, but God 
took her and so I have hated Him 
and hated everybody.” 

“Well,” said Mrs. Barney, “I 
have heard you curse your moth- 
er, and I have heard you curse 
the memory of your wife. Would 
you have cared to have your lit- 
tle girl grow up like you?” 

He lay still for a moment and 
then he said, “Great God, I never 
thought of her being bad, but 
perhaps she might have been, and 
I am glad that she died.” 

Mrs. Barney said, “You loved 
her?” 

“Yes.” 

“Well, she is waiting for you 
on the other shore, and beckon- 
ing you to come, and by the help 
of Christ you can.” 

“What do you do when you 


want to talk to Christ?” he ask- 
ed. ' 

“T pray,” said Mrs. Barney. 
“Won't you pray today?” 

Prayer was answered. His soul 
was saved. He lived for a few 
weeks and then went over to the 
other side. But before he died, 
when the boys from the mine 
came in to see him, he used to 
say to them, “Boys, I want to 
tell you how I got my _ soul 
cleansed. This woman told me 
about the blood of Jesus that 
cleanseth from all sins. You know 
how the water runs down the 
sluice-box and carries away the 
dirt, and leaves the gold behind? 
Well, tHe blood of Jesus Christ 
has gone over me like that, and 
I shall see Mary by and by—my 
little girl, I mean; and I shall see 
that Man that shed His blood 
that by it I might be saved from 
all sin,” and with these words on 
his lips, his soul went out. And 
Mrs. Barney said, “Friends, if God 
can save my poor Jack whose 
hands were stained with human 
blood, He can save you, if you 
will let Him, and His blood can 
make you clean.”
